range, and thence, • by Azusa, Covina, 
La Brea canyon, Fullerton, Anaheim 
and Santa Ana, to the ocean. This 
route, when completed, will bring with- 
in comfortable motoring distance, and 
over a fine, paved highway, not only 
the points already named, with their 
scenic attractions and productions, but 
everything between the Los Angeles 
county and Orange county benches and 
the Mojave desert. 
"Only a short stretch through the 


San Jose hills has delayed the connec- 
tion. Now that obstacle has been re- 
moved, by agreement with the state, and 
none other is expected.

Following the big over-subscription of 


Edison common stock resulting in the 
discontinuation of its sale a week ago, 
the Southern California Edison. Com- 
pan'y yesterday took the preliminary 
steps to institute a plan of cheaper jun- 
ior financing, which will mean a saving 
of one per cent or more in the cost of 
its money. President John B. Miller has 
issued .formal notice to the 47,000 stock- 
•holders of the company of a mooting to. 
bo held on August 1st to consider this 
plan. In his letter to the stockholders, 
President Miller says: 
. "A greater proportionate earning will 
be provided for the benefit of the pres- 
ent stockholders. The position of the 
common stockholders will be improved 
by about $2,500,000. A cheaper means 
of financing for new construction re- 
quirements will be provided.'' 


In announcing this plan for the issu- 


ing of the new stock, President Miller 
said: "The Southern California Edison 
Company has been conceded to be one 
of the most soundly financed utilities 
in the country, and this new move, in 
the face of cheaper money conditions, 
is an evidence of the foresight of its 
management. The company's general 
policy is to provide the major part of 
its new construction needs through the 
sale of bonds and the remainder by-cap- 
ital stock. Heretofore common stock 
paying eight per cent dividends has 
been sold. It is now proposed to sub- 
stitute a stock limited to seven per 
cent dividends for future sales, thus re- 
sulting in the company securing funds 
at one per cent less than formerly, with 
the resultant benefit to present stock- 
holders. This plan will make'additional 
funds available for dividends on the 
stock outstanding." 
' 


While this plan caii be made effective 


only under tho authority of the railroad 
commission, it is hoped that this will 
be granted prior to the stockholders' 
meeting on August 1st. 


In his announcement to the stockhold- 


ers, President Miller says, "Through' 
the unprecedented distribution of com- 
mon capital stock amongst the people of 
Southern and Central California, your 
company is now in a most enviable posi- 
tion. In 1917 it adopted, the policy of 
having a large number of partner stock- 
holders with the result that between 
1917 and the present date there has been 
sold about $35,000,000 par value in com- 
mon stock and the number of stock- 
holders has been increased from less 
than 2000 to over 47,000. This-splendid 
result makes possible a rearrangement 
of the company's capitalization to pro- 
vide for future financing at less cost, 
which should provide a greater. surplus 
available for 
dividends on 
• common 


stodc."

In a financial statement contained in 


his letter President Miller says that 
the present capitalisation of the com- 
pany consists of first preferred stock, 
of which $4,000,000 was authorized and 
an equal amount outstanding. Of the 
second preferred, $12,500,000 was authi- 
orized, with $12,029,900 outstanding. Of 
the common there was authorized $83,- 
5QpsOOO /with; $50,407,400 outstanding, 


of $100,000,000, of which $66,437,300 is 
outstanding. 
It is now proposed to rearrange the 


capitalization so as to provide for the 
original preferred stock of which $4,- 
000,000 will be authorized with the 
same amount outstanding; preferred 
stock $36,000,000, with $9,500,000 out- 
standing. Of the common, $60,000,000 
will be authorized, with $50,407,400 out- 
standing, making the total capitaliza- 
tion $100,000,000, with $63,907,400 out- 
standing. 
"The original preferred stock will 


occupy the same position as the present 
preferred stock, says President Miller 
in his communication. All of the second 
preferred stock will be retired. This re- 
arrangement will make available a now 
stock limited to seven per cent divi- 
dends, which will be used to provide a 
part of the funds needed for tho com- 
pany's 
construction program, which 


during the next ten years includes the 
development of approximately 100,000,- 
000 horse-power of water power on the 
company's Big Creek project, with ap- 
purtenant transmission lines and distri- 
bution systems. 
"It is generally recognized," Mr. Mil- 
ler concludes, that this great develop- 
ment will be of inestimable value to the 
public in providing an abundant supply 
of cheap water for'future needs. This 
new plan will also eliminate the present 
outstanding $12,029,900 face value of 
second preferred stock by the issuance 
in place thereof of $9,500,000 of new 
seven per cent preferred stock, thus 
immediately resulting in an improve- 
ment of the position of the common 
stock by the reduction of $2,500,000 of 
outstanding capitalization. 


"It is of the opinion of your direct- 


ors that the successful consummation of 
this plan will be of material benefit to 
the company in stabilizing its future 
finances.
